Evidence Against Scott Jack- 
son Accumulating. 

WITNESSES ARE ALL POSITIVE. 



So Far the Defense IIa> Failed to 
Down Any of Their Tent tommy- More 
Expert Testimony Connecting Jackion 
With the Crime— Evidence l'roduced at 
the Fourth Day of the Trial. 
Cincinnati, April 25.— The fourth 
day of tho trial of Scott Jackson for the 
murder of Pearl Bryan brought out still 
more damaging evidence against the 
prisoner. Allen Johnson, who was on 
the stand when court adjournod, was 
the first witness. Ho reiterated his tes- 
timony about Scott Jackson and Pearl 
Bryan visiting Wallingford's saloon on 
the Friday evening before tho murder, 
and was positive they left tho place in a 
cab. The dofense tried to break down 
his testimony, but failed in every at- 
tempt. 

Mrs. Bryan, the mother of tho mur- 
dered girl was recalled and testified as 
to Pearl's confiding nature and inexperi- 
ence in the ways of the world. Sho 
had no idea that Pearl was in trouble or 
had come to Cincinnati. 

Tho prosecution next putL. D. Poock, 
the Newport shoe merchant, upon tho 
stand. He told of a partial confession 
mado by Jackson in tho office of tho 
chief of police in this city. At that time 
Jackson was shown a valiso. Ho said 
it was Pearl Bryan's. Ho was asked 
how he knew it was, and Jackson said 
because she brought it with her. Jack- 
son then said that tho stains in tho va- 
liso were blood stains, and that ho 
thought tho valiso had contained Pearl 
Bryan's head, although he was not 
sure. Jackson then said Walling t<x>k 
the valise to Kugel, and that he thought 
the head was in the river, that tho head 
was thrown into the river in parts, and 
that later ho, Jackson, threw tho girl's 
clothing into tho river from the suspen- 
sion bridge. 

Mr. Poock then identified tho valiso 
in court as the ouo ho saw at that time. 

Mr. Poock gave uu account of his 
tracing tho dead girl's shoos back to 
( ireencastlo. He had no interest in rhe 
ease, but done what he had at the in- 
stance of the county authorities. 

Dr. W. H. Crane, assistant demon- 
strator and professor of chemistry at tho 
Medical College of Ohio, was tho next 
witness. He had analyzed the dead 
girl's stomach and had found cocaine. 

He thought it had been administered 

tint nigh tho mouth and not by a hypo- 
dermic process. Dr. Crane's testimony 
was clear, concise and thorough; and 
in many respects his was tho most sat- 
isfactory medical testimony yet offered. 

Dr. Dickons, the eminent Cincinnati 
chemist, was called to tho witness box 
next. He had unalyzod the mudstains 
on Jackson's trousers and testified that 
he bad found the clay to be exactly like 
that found at tho spot whore the dead 
girl'l body was found. He had also ex- 
amined the bloodstains on Jackson's 
coat, the valiso and Walling's cap, 
which, it is said, Jackson wore thai 
night. Ho pronounced it all human 
blood. 

Court recessed with tho doctor si ill 
on the stand. 

At tho afternoon session t ho proseou- 
tiOQ oontiliued itfl examinations of Dr. 
Dickore. Ho said: "I found in the 
Valise glued to the side by blood some 
little pieces of earth. They were tOO 
small for chemical analysis; so I took a 
microscope and compared them with 
the soil at the spot where the dead body 
was found. It had tho same character* 
istics." 

Upon cross-examination the defense 
■Ought to show that the soil found on 
the trousers and in the valiso might 
have come from some other point than 
Fort Thomas. 

Tho witness said: "I heated the soil 
found in tho valise, and the iron in it 
turned the same shade of red as in the 
soil at Fort Thomas when similarly 
heated. Soil a little east of tho spot 
where tho body was found will turn 
throe times as red." 

Will Wood was next called. After 
testifying how long ho had known Pearl 
Bryan and Scott Jackson he stated that 
he hiul introduced Jackson to Pearl 
Christmas. I MM. After that Jackson 
had been a frequent caller at the Bryan 
residence, lie and Jackson were quite 
friendly and in August or early in Sep- 
tember Jackson told him that he had 
had improper relations with Pearl Bry- 
an. Wood did not believe it then, but 
after Jackson had como to Cincinnati 
he received several letters from him 
and in ono was a prescriution which ho 
was asked to give to Pearl Bryan. He 
hud done so. Jackson returned to 
Groeuci istlo the Saturday before Christ- 
mas. Wood said: 

••Ho asked mo if I had had tho pre- 
scription tilled. 1 said 1 had not, after 
taking tho advice of two or time 
friends. 1 saw him a day or two later. 
He said an operation must bo per- 
formed. Wo saw Pearl Bryan once be- 
fore at her home. Ho said ho must got 
the prescription back. It might go 
against him in court. Wednesday aft - 
ernoon we went to the house. He 
asked Pearl for the proscription and 
said ho would get it filled. 1 As be loft 
the house he said: 'That Will uover 
cause anybody any trouble.' 

"The next day be talked about an 
operation. He said it could be easily 
urranged. He asked me to seud her 
Jowu, if he could get a room. At first 
1 refused. Then he asked me to do it 
as a friend, and I fiually consented. He 
left about Jaa. 4.'' 

Wood here wanted to tell of some let- 
ters he had received from Jackson, but 
as they could not be found they w,ere 



passed ror tne present, vfoorf tf,™ 
identified two letters he had received 
from Jackson after tho murder. One 
of them stated that the writer had made 
a big mistake and would likely get him 
into trouble. "Stand by me !" the let- 
ter said three times. Tho other ono 
was written Feb. 5, signed D, and asked 
Wood to send a decoy letter to the Bry- 
ans, telling them Pearl had gone to 
Chicugo, or some other place. The let- 
ter ended as follows: "Stick by your 
old clium, Bill, and I will help you out 
the same way or some other way some 
time." 

Wood said his relations with Pearl 
Bryan were purely social and that he 
had never said otherwise to any one. 
His only interest in the case was to 
shield the family from disgrace. Wood 
was then excused, but will be recalled. 

Cabman John Belli testified to meeting 
Pearl Bryan at the Grand Central depot 
and taking her to the Palaoo hotel, bark 
to the Grand Central depot, and then to 
the Indiana House. He took a letter 
for her to Scott Jackson at the dental 
college the next morning, and got an 
answer which he guvo to her ut the 
hotel. 

Belli said when the girl came she had 
a gold-headed umbrella and two valises. 
He identified tho big, bloody valise. Sho 
had a hat with two red roses and an im- 
itation sealskin cape. 

Dave Wallingford was then called. 
Ho testified seeing Scott Jackson in his 
saloon on Friday evening Jan. 81 with 
a woman wko answered Poarl Bryan's 
description. He had loaned Jackson $2 
on that evening. He soon uftorwurd 
saw Jackson and tho girl leave the sit- 
tingroom and go to the street. A cab 
was on the sidewalk and they drove 
away a moment after, down Plum 
street. Ho wouldn't say who was in it. 

Then ho identified tho dross found on 
the murdered girl's body as the dress 
tho woman in nis saloon with Jackson 
wore; also the hat found by Miss Mary 
Morgan as the one worn by tho girl. 
His testimony corroborated that of 
Allen Johnson, his negro porter. 

Court then udjourned.

Two I'eople Killed and 

Other* Itadly Injured. 

Roanokk, Va., April 85. — Yesterday 

afternoon about 4:80 o'clock, a cyclone 

accompanied by hail and a very heavy 
rainfall struck tho city of Salom, 7 miles 
west of here, and besides blowing down 
several barns, unroofing outhouses and 
uprooting trees, completely demolished 
two houses, in one of which a family of 
eight colored people resided, all of 
whom, and three others, were in tho 
house at tho time of the disaster. 

Jauo Harris and her .V v ar-old sou 
were taken dead from the ruin^tffnd of 
the others, four were badlyginjured, 
one, a 4-year-old girl, being fatally 
hurt. 

Surgical assistance was promptly ren- 
dered by physicians and tho wants of 
the homeless were also attended to. 

The cloud, a dark funnel-shaped one, 
came up suddenly from the Southwest, 
cutting a complete swath of about 180 
feet wherever it passed. 

While considerable damage was done 
to property in other places in Koauoke 
county no further loss of life is re- 
ported. 

Followed lu the,. Wake of the Other. 

Fkkmoxt, O., April 25.— Sandusky 
county was visited by another terrific 
hail, wind and electrical storm last 
night. Much damage was done. In 
some places the hail was us large as 
eggs. In tho oil fields numerous tanks 
and derricks were struck and deniol 
ished, and hundreds of barrels of oil 
consumed.

TROUBLE ON PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Our American Connul Not Allowed to 
Seud Telegram* to \Vn»hlu|[tou. 

New Yokk, April 23.— A special to 
The World from Madrid says: 

Advices from Manila, Philippine Isl- 
ands, report that the American consul 
there Isaac M. Elliott, filed a cablegram 
early in March for the state department 
at Washington, claiming that the vex- 
atious customhouse methods would 
compel the American merchants who 
had settled in that Spanish colony to 
abandon their trade. 

All telegrams dispatched from Manila 
are submitted to authorities, before be- 
ing sent. General Blanco caused the 
American consul's cablegram to bo 
detained uutil he hud time to consult 
both the local council, composed of tho 
local authorities, and the chief official 
of tho customhouse. 

The customs official naturally declared 
that assertions of the American consul 
and merchants were falsi', and stated 
that hi' had only applied the regulations 
in force against all exporters of prod- 
ucts from the Philippine Islands. 

In consequence of this inquiry, ac- 
cording to the Spanish officials' version, 
I lie American consul consented to can- 
cel his cablegram! winch the Spanish 
authorities would not forward anyhow. 

The Spanish party in Manila wanted 
to make an ti- American and patriotic 
demonstration*, but the authorities for- 
bade them, and took energetic steps to 
protect tho American consulate. 

Spanish advices attribute the discon- 
tent in the Philippine islands to abuses 
in the local administration, the im- 
morality of tho Spanish officials ami 
above all, to tho petty tyranny of the 
religous ordsrs, which practically uro 
more powerful than tho Spanish vice- 
roys,

MANY MATABELES WERE KILLED. 

The Hi it rarty Alio Suffer Severely 
and Finally Compelled to Ketreat-At 
One Time They Were In Danger of Com- 
plete Annihilation — The Wire* Are 
Again Cut and Detail. Are Larking-. 

Cape Towx, April 25.— Telegraphic 
communication with Buluwayo was re- 
opened for a time yesterday, and then 
there was another break, believed, how- 
ever, to be only a telnporury interrup- 
tion. During tho time the wire was 
working, dispatches, were received from 
several sources in tho besieged town. 
Tho news is somewhat conflicting, but 
the main fact seems well established 
that the British have made a sortie in 
force, encountered large number of 
Matabeles. inflicting great loss upon 
them, suffered in return, were at one 
time in danger of annihilation and fin- 
ally retreated. 

The dispatch says that Commander 
Duncan, with 200 whites and 100 na- 
tives, with Maxim and Hotchkiss guns, 
met tho Matabeles three miles out of 
Buluwayo. Tho Matabeles tired a heavy 
volley into the British party and drove 
them into Umgaza river. One of the 
whites in the British party was killed 
and three officers wore wounded and 
Several Of the natives were killed. The 
Matabeles lost 180 killed aud a large 
number wounded. 

soldier* Suffering from Influenza. 

London, April 25.— The Daily Tele- 
graph has a dispatch from Gwelo, Mat- 
abi'lehiiul, which says that an epidemic 
of influenza is raging there and that 50 
per cent of tho troops relied on for de- 
fense are suffering from it. 

PLEADED GUILTY. 

Three of the inlander Leaders nt Jo- 
hnuueshurg. 

Prf.TOIUA, April 25.— Messrs. Franci.- 
Rhodes, Lionel Phillips and George 
Farrar, three members of tho Johannes- 
burg reform committee, pleaded guilty 
of high treason yesterday and the other 

members, of the same committee plead- 
ed guilty of leso majesto, but without 

hostile intent against the Independence 

of the Transvaal. The case was ad- 
journed until Monday when the defend- 
ants will be sentenced. 

The courtroom was crowded when the 
case of the reform committee prisoners 
was called, but the crowd was quite or- 
derly and there was no demonstration, 
although the town is filled with Burgh- 
ers and with Banders. 

Great surprise was caused by the 
prisoner! pleading "guilty." Their ac- 
tion is regarded as greatly simplifying 
matters. 

Dispatehe* the Time* and Standard. 

London, April 25. — A dispatch from 
Pretoria to The Times sa\s regarding 
the trial of the reform committee pris- 
oners: "The prosecution withdrew all 
OOnntl in the indictment except those to 
which the accused pleaded guilty. John 
Hays Hammond and J. S. Curtis were 

absent on account of sickness, bat they 

are expected Monday. It is understood 
that cogent reasons, which will be pub- 
lished shortly, actuated tho accused in 
pleading guilty." 

The Standard's. Paris correspondent 
says that The Temps has a dispatch 
from Pretoria saying: "It is declared 
that tho prosecution in the trial of the 
National reform committee will produce 
crushing proofs of complicity against 
the Chartered South Africa company." 

Warlike Activity. 

London, April 25.— A dispatch from 
Cape Town to Tho Times say.-: 

"It is repotted from Johannesburg 
that numerous Boer wagons, all in 
charge of white men with no Kaffir 
drivers, are leaving PetOlia with ammu- 
nition and field requirements, their des- 
tination being unknown. Tho Boers, 
it is further said, are in constant 

communication with the artillery camp 

from which these wagons load and de- 
part."

The Home CouMder* reunion Matter* and 
the Senate Appropriation*. 

Washington, April 25.— Although 
yesterday was private bill day under 

the rules, the house decided to proceed 

with the Pickler pension bill, and the 
whole day was consumed in the discus- 
sion of that measure. The debate was 
devoid of interest. The feature was the 
opposition of Mr. Connolly (Rep., Ills.) 
to the section of the bill which granted 
pension*, to Confederate soldiers who 
deserted and joined the Union ranks BO 
days before Lee's surrender. It is not 
probable that a vote will lie reached be- 
fore Monday. 

At the night session 1 1 private pen- 
sion bills wore favorably passed upon, 
Including bills giving the widow of 

Major General Bprigg Carroll ■ pension 

of |B0 per month and General W. A. 
.Morris .$75. The Morris bill was re- 
ported bv the committee at $100 per 
month, but Mr. Pickler, chairman of 
the Committee, moved tO amend by 
making the rate |T5. He explained 
that there had been considerable com- 
ment upon the tendency to give large 

pensions to officers and officers' widows. 
He thought the complaint was not 
without just foundation and advocated 
moderation in lixing the amount in 
such cases. 

The senate gave the day to the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill without 
completing it. The debate was largely 
of a formal character. The joint reso- 
lution giving to Senator- Mantle of 
Montana and Clark of Wyoming the 
salary from March 4, 1884, instead of 
from the date of the election, was 
adopted. And then at 5:40 o'clock the 
senate adjourned. 

CONGRESS MAY ADJOURN MAY 18. 

Republican. leeetOTI Think They Can He 
Through by Tliut Time. 

Washington, April 25.— The Repub- 
lican senators held a brief caucus yes- 
terday for an exchange of views on the 
subjects of final adjournment and order 
of business before Adjournment. Sen- 
ator Chandler suggested that adjourn- 
ment ought to be possible by May is 
and was supported by an almost unani- 
mous vote of the caucus. Brief sj dies 

were made by Senators Allison, Fi ve. 
Onjlom and other senators, all con- 
curring in the opinion that an early 
adjournment was desirable and po— l- 
ble. 

It was the genen.l opinion that the 
appropriation bills should be kept to the 
front until disposed of, and no more ad- 
journments over Saturday are contem- 
plated. 

Senator Sherman was authorized, as 
chairman of the caucus, to appoint a 
steering committee of nine to take 
charge of tlie details as to the order of 
business in case it was found possible to 
consider other than the appropriation 
bills. 

It is understood that tho Democratic 

leaders have practically agreed that 

congress shall close as soon as tho ap- 
propriation bills can bo disposed of, and 
that they will make no opposition to 
their consideration with as much dis- 
patch as is consistent with their ideas 
of the demands of the public business. 
They will OXpeot, however, that oppor- 
tunity shall be granted for the consider* 
ation of one or two measures, and 
among other things will ask that a vote 
shall be taken upon the re-olution to 
unseal Mr. Dupont as senator from Del- 
aware. The Democrats think that in 
case the vote is taken on the proposition 
the resolution will be defeated.

A BILL PASSED IN THE SENATE. 

It Appropriates One Hundred Thou*aiid 
Dollar* to lltiild a Keiddenre I or the 
tiovernor — Canal Abandonment Will 
I ndouhtedly He Soon Acconiplislieil. 
Other Doing* or the (ieneral ktmuMf, 

CoMMHts. <)., April •>.",.— The gov- 
ernor's mansion project is not yet dead. 
Yesterday morning Mr. Fleisehniann 

reintroduced Is the senate the bill 

which was Thursday night defeated in 
the house. The only change is in the 
amount of the appropriation, the sum 

being reduced to 1100,000. Under a 
suspension of the rules it was sent to 
a second and third reading with a rush 
uinl was at once passed, five members 
only voting against it, namely, Messrs. 
Conley. Hamilton, Welday, Whittlesey 
and Williams. Tho bill was immedi- 
ately messaged over to the house, where 
it will r*' given right of way. 

The present legislature has taken the 
preliminary steps tow ar d the abandon- 
ment of tho rsnalfl. ami the prospects 
are that there will before many years 
be an end to the appropriation of money 

to maintain these torpid waterways 

which do not yield enough revenue to 

provide for their own maintenance. 

Without any opjMisition tin' senate yes- 
terday passed the (rlenu house bill aban- 
doning the unprofitable ■ Walhondlng 
canal from tin; six mile dam in Coshoc- 
ton county to its southern terminus. 
The Cincinnati $<>, 500,000 waterworks 

job was put through. The senate con- 
curred in the action of tho house in de- 
priving the people of the right of a vote 
in the matter, and also in restoring tho 
construction -compauy clause. Tin; vote 
was 22 to 10. 

Other bills passed by tho senate were: 

Providing for the sale of tho Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company of that por- 
tion of Bggleston avenue m Cincinnati, 
between Karl Street and the river at a 
valuation of $57,000. 

Requiring fraternal insurance so- 
cieties to report to and be under the 
Supervision of the state superintendent 
of insurance. 

Prohibiting under severe penalties tho 
presence of children between the ages 
of » ami 10 in houses of ill-fame. 

House bill allowing Ohio railroad 
companies which consolidate to issue 
bonds in excess of capital stock. 

House bill to compel the introduction 
of tire protection on passenger trains 
operated within and throughout the 
state of t )hio. 

House bill to provide a road fund in 

townships where oil wells are located or 
may hereafter be located. 

House bill allowing infirmary author- 
ities to pay the expenses of deaf and 

dumb persons at the state institution in 

Columbus. 

The house passed and made into law 

without opposition Senator Williams' 
bill making the Burns law applicable 
to counties as well as cities. The law- 
prevents the expenditure of money be* 

tor>' it is in the treasury. 

Senator Shryock's bill providing that 
probate courts may make allowance out 
of trusts and estates to trustees, guard* 
lanii executors, administrators, assign- 
ees, receivers, etc., for the cost of bonds 
in guaranty companies, furnished iu 
lieu of bonds with perennial sureties, 
passed the house ami became a law.

The coming Methodist Episcopal 
church gent nil conference at Cleveland 
iu May will be one of the mcst Impor- 
tant ever held Several serious questions 
are to be settled. A movement in fan 9 
of extended lay representation at this 
great (lUiulrcnuial oonferenoe lias been 
agitated for a number of years. It is 
quite possible that equal lay and clerical 
delegations will be granted. Important 
questions of policy are usually submitted 
by the denomination to the annual con- 
ferences to bo voted on before being 
finally passed on by the general oo&fl r- 
once. It is believed a majority of the 
annual conferences in the different dis- 
tricts tliroughout the country favor the 
increased lay representation. The mat- 
ter of admitting women as deb gates to 
the general body has been voted on by 
the smaller conferences in the same 
manner, and it is likely this question 
will be decided also in May. Finally 
the vexed matter of the time limit for 
preachers at one place will como up. It 
has long been said that a Methodist 
preacher has no home and cannot havo 
one.

ECONOMY IN CUTTING. 

ARE WOMEN TRAINED TO ABSOLUTE 
ACCURACY? 



OHt« Harper Show* How 'Inexperienced 
and Careless Dressmaker* Waste Valu- 
able Material— How to Cut Garments to 
tbe Bent Advantage. 

[Special Correspondence. ] 

New York, April 20. — The new wo- 
man has yet some things to learn from 
Ken and one of them is how to cut a 
garment with the greatest economy. 
I think I hear faint protests from ev- 
erywhere, for all women labor under 
the delusion that they are "saving cut- 
ters. ' ' They are not and the reason lies 
in two things. Ono is that they are not 
trained to absolute accuracy and the 
other is that they distrust their own 
abilities and, further, not one in a 
thousand has a true eye for form or size. 
Therefore the woman says: "I shall cut 
my material a little larger all around 
than tho pattern and then, if it is too 
large, I can take it in' If I cut it ex- 
actly the same, it might turn out to be 
too small and I couldn't remedy that. " 
So she takes her skirt patten and cuts 
out the pieces one by one, "allowing an 
inch all around for take up." This 
"inch all around" amounts toa respect- 
ably sized piece of stuff when it is all 
done. There are 22 seams, or rather 22 
raw edges, making 1 1 seams around the 
ordinary waist. If the amateur allows 
that extra inch to all the seams, and she 
docB ninety-nine times out of a hundred, 
she has 89 inches of stuff more in width 
than her measurement calls for. This, 
when the waist is fitted, is all thrown 
away. 

To avoid this unnecessary waste of 
material, more or less costly, she should 
cut her pattern out first in lining and 
this, when biisted, should bo tried on 
wrong side out and molded to the figure 
by means of pins. This should then be 
slightly stretched after taking it off so 
that the pinholes will show, or, better 
still, it should have the seams marked 
with a pencil while the pins are still in. 
This modeled waist lining should then 
be rebasted end again tried on. When 
sure that it is a perfect fit, it should bo 
ripped apart and the edges neatly trim- 
med. A pattern then may be taken of 
this glove fitting lining and kept for 
future ufc. Goods con then be cut on 
the lints with safety. 

There are many Intricate and compli- 
cated machines and systems for taking 
measurements and cutting garments, 
but when one looks below the surface 
one finds that somewhere or other in 
tho process there is the trying on of the 
lining ami the molding of it to fit differ- 
ent figures. 

Close Lay Cutting. 

Now, we will suppose that the young 
dressmaker has her model pattern in 
good stiff paper and her skirt pattern. 
The next thing is to cut the dress. She 
is apt to rely upon the quantities set 
down in fashion books, upon the enve- 
lope of the pattern or on the previous 
demands of a dressmaker. It is but hon- 
est to say that not one writer of fashions 




what the great wholesale manutacturers 
of ready made garments call "close 
lay" cutting. It would require far too 
much explanation and it costs money to 
have type set unnecessarily, and no 
dressmaker would allow a customer to 
know that a full suit of waist and skirt 
could bo cut out of 1% yards of 54 
inch goods. They must have 7 ^ at least 
I know one dressmaker who used to 
make dresses for somo of the wealthiest 
customers in the city. She would not 
touch a 'ilk gown unless she had 25 
yards oi material nor a woolen one un- 
less she had B or 10. "If you are will- 
ing to wear a skimped gown, ' 1 she would 
Buy, "I cannot afford to risk my repu- 
tation in sending oue out of my estab- 
lishment. " She had another establish- 
ment in Fort Wayne, and in some occult 
manner she always had duplicate gowns 
in both places. Sho had adopted the 
"close lay" system and made it pay. 

Amount of Goods Required. 

In this column I present a model 
gown in the very latest style. The skirt 
is cut in seven gores — viz, ono front, 
four side and two back gores. The waist 
is the neat new pointed effect, and there 
are flat rovers, with a vest front of lace 
or of any other stuff. Tins sleeves are 
the new two piece, and they make a 
moderate gigot puff. There is one flat 
collar, and one upright one slightly 
flaring— all in all as pretty and desir- 
able a gown as ono could wish. This 
entire suit can bo cut from 4^ 4 yards of 
54 inch goods. It is of biscuit mohair. 

Tho average woman cuts her skirt 
first piece by piece with little system. 
She spreads as much of her stuff as will 
go on tlie dining room table and cuts 
tho gores doubled in a manner shown in 
the "unscientific" illustration, not even 
trying to get more than tho back and 
under arm piece from the rest of the 
stuff after tho gores are out. She cuts 
them wider and longer than her pattern. 
This is deliberate waste if she is sure 
of her pattern, and she has no business 
to cut by it if sho is not sure. The un- 
scientific ono thinks that her first duty 
is to get her skirt out without piecing, 
and if any piecing has to be done it can 
bo hidden under trimming on tho waist. 
Some goods, like o;ishmore, heiirietta 
and eudoraas well as mohair, plain silk 
and cheviot, can bo cut to everi better 
advantage, as there is neither up nor 
down. 

The two diagrams will show better 
than long explanations the difference 
between the tailor style of close lay pat- 
terns and the woman's economical ideas. 
In the first 4 ' 4 yards of 64 inch gi < dl 



makes a full elr»>ss. It is cut so that 
often the cut makes the two seams, and 

there is hardly a piece of stuff as big 

BS one's hand wasted. The manner in 
Which this is done is this: Tho goods is 
laid smoothly cut on a place long 
enough to hold the entire piece. The 
patterns, which are cut of stiff paper, 
are then laid on and fitted into their 
position like the upper diagram. Then 
they BN marked out on the cloth with 
•oepetone, chalk or blue pencil. Pieces 
of lead Of sadirons are put upon the pat- 
terns to hold them in place while the 
marking is being done. 

The pattern in the two diagrams is 
exactly the same, yet by unscientific cut

Tho rule is this, and it is easy: First, 
be perfectly sure of your pattern and 
spread out your goods all on one sur- 
face. Try over and over, if necessary, 
until yon fit your puzzle of patterns to- 
gether like the upper diagram. Mark 
them, as said above, lift off the patterns 
and cut fearli ssly, and you will bo 
glad you tried. The different parts are 
numbered thus: 1, front breadtli ; 2. 
first side breadths; 3, second side 
breadths; 4, the two back breadths. No, 

1 and No. 4 are cut on the fold and an' 
to be left with tho foldupiH rmost Nos. 

2 and 3 are to be cut apart and the sel- 
vages of each sewed to the straight sides, 
except where 3 and 4 join. That is a 
bias ■earn and needs to have a pit 06 I ( 
tape sewed In with it, so thai it will 

not sag. No. 5 is the front of the waist. 
It is cut for a 30 inch bust, but if a 
stouter person wishes to make it there is 
enough margin to allow it ; 0 is the m st 
front; 7, the upright collar ; 8, the back 
side pieces; !>, the under arm puces; 

10, the pointed rovers; 11, the backs; 
12, the upper sleeve, This is not as large 

as sleeves have been, but is as large as 

the latest styles; 13 Is the under part of 
the sleeve; 14 Is the flat collar. 

If In buying a seven gored pattern 

one finds that the lower pari Is too wide 

to allow for the other pieces, turn it over 
and cut off the superfluous width. This 
ikirt is as full as it needs be and is ex- 
tremely handsome. 

As long as woman cuts her garments 
in the old uncertain way sho dots not 
know how to cut with economy. The

He Was the Ablest and Most Courageous 
Of the Kmperor*s llrothers. 

The y. ingflf brother had, after the 
first Juvenile heats of radicalism, be- 
come a moderate republican) holding 
his convictions resolutely. Having op- 
posed the hereditary consulate for Na* 

poleon, he withdrew, unmindful of any 

reward he might have claimed for his 

service s of Brumaire, to lead a life of 
study and cultivate his inlwrn literary 
tastes. On the death of his first wife, 
by whom he had two daughters, he mar- 
ried, In direct opposition to Napoleon's 

wishes, the beantiful and accomplished 
Mme. do Jauberthon. ThiswaS in 1808, 
He had been importuned to put her 
away and lend himself to the project of 
buttressing the empire by himself ac- 
cepting a crown and contracting a royal 
marriage. He was by far the ablest and 

most courageous of the Bonaparte broth- 
ers, but his heart was tine, his princi- 
ples were fixed, and he was utterly in- 
different to the rise of Napoleonic em- 
pire. 

It was with reluctance that he came 
to Mtuitua. There are two accounts of 
what happened then — that which has 

long been accepted of Napoleon offering 
and Laden hotly refusing the crown of 
Portugal, With the hand of Prince Fer- 
dinand for his daughter Charlotte, and 
that which makes the first offer to have 

been Etmria. Both accounts agree, h« >w- 

ever, that tho bid was raised to the 
promise of Italy — all on condition that 
he should divorce his wife and rule in 
the interest of his brother's imperial 
power. LucieU disdained even this 
brilx*, declaring that he would accept 
the crown, but that he would rule in 
the interests of his subjects, ;uid that he 
would In no case consider a divorce. 

Angry words were spoken. Napoleon 
crashed In his hand a watch with which 

he had been toying, hissing out that 
thus be would crush wills which opp .1 
his. "I defy you to commit a crime," 
retorted Lucien. 

Before parting there was a half recon- 
ciliation, and Napoleon requested that 
at least his brother's eldest daughter 
might be sent to Paris for use in his 
scheme of royal alliances. Lucien as- 
sented, and the child, a clever girl of 
about 14, was sent to live with Mine. 
Mere. Sho was thoroughly d is contented 
and WlOte bright, sarcastic letters to 
her stepmother, whom she loved, de- 
picting the avarice of her grandim tlu r 
ami the foibles of her other relatives. 
These, like all other suspected letters of 
the time, were intercepted and read in 
the "cabinet noir. " The ir conte nts 1 > - 
ing made known to Napoleon, ho suit 
the petulant, Witty writer back to her 
father. Despairing "f any support from 
Lucien or his family, Napoleon formal- 
ly adopted his stepson Eugene, the vice- 
roy, with a view to consolidating and 
confirming the Italian feeling of depend- 
ence on France, — Preifessor Sloaue's 
"Life of Napedoon" in Ce ntury.

There are gains 
almost everywhere. In New York the 
pains have been most marked in the cit- 
ies that have voted. In Ohio, Michigan 
and Wisconsin the Democrats have cut 
down the Republican majorities largely, 
and in several instances carried towns 
and cities that have for two years past 
gone Republican. These results, so far 
as they have a political hearing, no doubt 
signify the popular disgust and disap- 
pointment at this do-nothing, buncombe 
Congress, and the public apprehension 
at the revival of McKinleyisni. 



What Banking Is. 

Matthew Marshall, the financial -writ- 
er of the New York Sun, thus defines 
What in his judgment the banking busi 
BSSS is and is not : 

Legitimate banking is nothing more than 
Um taking of money on deposit ami the lend 
ing of it out again. The taking of deposits in 
volves of course the acceptance for collection 
of chi cks, drafts, notes and other promises to 
pay money, and the lending of money involve! 
likewise the discount or the purchase of sim 
ilar promises. The profits of the business are 
derived from the interest and discount on tho 
money loaned, out of which havo to ho paid 
expenses, taxes and losses before anything 
can be dividftd to tho hank's stockholders or 
its proprietors. Theoretically expenses, taxes 
and losses should be equaled if not exceeded 
by the interest or discount received for the 
use of the money of depositors, leaving 
intact that derived from the employment of 
the bank's own money. Consequently it is the 
uim of all banks to attract as large it volume 
of deposits as possible, und the compotitioii be- 
tween them in this respect has led to the offer- 
ing of inducements to customers which fro- 
nucntly cost more than the business they bring 
in is worth. 

Banks add to their legitimate banking busi- 
ness the issuing of paper money- In the early 
days of this country, when circulating medium 
of all kinds was scarce, this usurpation of pow- 
er was at tirst connived at and finally legaliz- 
ed, but it is a usurpation nevertheless. Tho 
furnishing of tho currency cf a country is 
quite as much the function of its government 
as is providing it with an army or nuvy, and 
much more so tliun the carrying of letters and 
new-pMju rs. Tho coining of metal nobody 
pretends should be intrusted to private indi- 
viduals and corporations, und the printing of 
apcr to seivc as money comes under the same

A 
bank which caniwt make a living by legitimatu 
banking business ought not to exist ut ull.

The new battleship Iowa belongs more 
nearly to the type called in England tho 
admiral class than to any other afloat. 
The Iowa, however, is designed to carry 
us heavy guns as the British ships that 
are considerably larger in size. The dis- 
placement <f a ship is the quantity of 
water that its hull removes or displaces 
when it is afloat. This is computed in 
tons and estimates tho size of tho vessel. 
Thus the Iowu is a ship of 11,290 tons 
displacement. Tho British battleship 
Magnificent has 14,900 tons displace- 
ment, but tho Iowa carries as heavy an 
armament as tho Magnificent. The Iowa 
carries four 12 inch guns, with a varied 
assortment of smaller ones. She has ca- 
pacity for 2,000 tons of coal. Vessels of 
this type are not expected to make great 
speed, but the Iowa's engines are of 11,- 
000 horsepower. She can travel about 
20 miles an hour. 

Both the friends and tho opponents of 
the new liquor law in New York state 
will watch with interest its workings iu 
tho next few months. All respectable 
citizens want proper excise laws en- 
forced, but objections against the Raines 
law are urged on the score that it may be 
used as a political machine. Its oppo- 
nents say that making its enforcement 
depend on state officers will put into the 
hands of the political party iu power in 
the srate at tho timo a great machine to 
perpetuate its rule.

The fact that the outing spirit is such 
a factor in our rest days that many clergy- 
men are up in arms against the tendency 
toward open air enjoyment on Sunday is 
significant. The alarm felt by the pulpit 
over the fascination that the wheel and 
the open country have above the pew 
and the church service is natural, since 
the prospect is that this year will see a 
greater use of the bicycle than ever be- 
fore, among both sexes and classes. 
There was a time when the Sunday rider 
might have lost caste, but that day is 
long gone by, and whether they forsake 
the church or go to church first and take 
up the wheel afterward, it is evident 
even to a careless observer that Sunday 
is now bicycle day, par excellence. It is 
so in Boston, in Xew York, in Philadel- 
phia, the greatest bicycle town in this 
country, and in Chicago. To-day in this 
last mentioned city a big bicycle parade 
is to take place with 1,100 club men in 
line and over 2,000 unattached riders. 
The unofficial outings of clubs and in- 
dividuals in this city more than duplicate 
this showing on almost any clear Sunday, 
and if a parade should be organized the 
Chicago turnout would be far distanced 
in members and everything else. This 
utilization of Sunday as a recreation day 
for wheelmen will increase rather than 
decrease, and as a problem for the church 
to solve it is no mean question. One 
Bostoyi clergyman has taken the bull by 
the horns and proposes an early morning 
service which would give those who love 
an open air life a chance to get that meed 
of spiritual reflection that is necessary 
for well rounded existence and still 
would leave the rest of the day practically 
open for a trip to the country or any 
disposition that might be made of the 
day of rest as far as general recreation 
goes. Another in New York utilized the 
evening service and invited the wheel- 
men, doubtless feeling that after their 
day or afternoon of recreation and ani- 
mal enjoyment they would be well dis- 
posed to the truths of religion, and also 
hoping doubtless that such practical ap- 
plication of spiritual truths could be 
made as to act as a means of grace. But 
to many of the rigid disciplinarians such 
efforts savor too much of a compromise 
with the world, the flesh and the devil, 
and so it is not at all surprising to note 
that other ministers have denounced 
Sunday outings and particularly the 
devotion to the wheel and in no uncer- 
tain tones. They doubtless feel that the 
sanctity of the Sabbath is something 
that cannot be trifled with and that it 
cannot be broken into even under the 
„uise of a healthful and innocent amuse- 
ment. Still, whatever may be the atti- 
tude of the various Protestant commun- 
is and of the various ministers in 
th e 8 e communions, Sunday riding is a 
hard fact, and another fact is that hose 
who ride on Sundays have not the slight- 
Z shamefacedness about it. That many 
of them have the closest affiliation with 
the churches cannot be disputed, and 
the question then comes up what to to 
he done with these erring children of he 
Hock'' It haa been suggested that the 
ch urchM will have to make some ar- 
rangements whereby the! bicyclers can 
attend service, arriving and departing on

SUIT OVER A SALARY. 



Judge Hutchins Dismissed Policeman 
Purnell s Petition Against 
the City. 

The suit of Mr. Frank Purnell against 
the city of Maysville to recover pay for 
services as policeman was tried this week 
in the Mason • Quarterly Court. Judge 
Hutchins took the case under Mlvtot* 
ment Thursday, and yesterday rendered 
hil decision, dismissing the petition. 

The suit grew out of the clash a few 
months ago between the Mayor and City 
Council over the police question. Mr. 
Purnell was appointed by the Mayor 
under the clause giving him the right to 
name extra or special policemen. 

The evidence in the case, however, 
showed that Mr. Purnell has really been 
acting as a regular officer. 

Judge Hutchins ruled that special or 
extra policemen can only be appointed 
for special purposes or on extra occasions, 
and that regular policemen have to be 
named by and with consent of Council, 
and their salary must first be fixed by 
Council. 

Mr. Purnell will likely take the caee to 
the Circuit Court.

KOHLSAAT'S IDEALS. 



THE EDITOR OF THE CHICAGO TIMES- 
HERALD INTERVIEWED. 



Be Rons Two Paper* and Has Cnbnnnried 
Faith In Journalistic Independence and 
Conscience Kven In Clilcaco— Hit View*

Chicago, April 21. — "I could talk 
lewspaper all night, "was the reply I 
received froln Mr. H. H. Kohlsaat win n 
C apologized to him for taking Dp S6Y-

It is just a year since Mr. Kohlsaat 
took possession of the Chicago Times- 
Herald. For a long time before he bad 
been seeking an outlet for his journalis- 
tic enthusiasm He had been looking for 

u New York paper, and srveral times he 
thought he had one. He heard The 
Tribune was fur sale, but on inquiry lie 
found that was a mistake, He made an 
offer for Tho Times, but some of the 
stockholders at the last minute refused 



and it demonstrates, too, that a paper 
need not bo edited from "tho counting 
room" to be prosperous. Mr. Kohlsaat 




n. ii. kohlsaat. 
to sell. Ho did not want Tho Journal or 
Tho Recorder, Itceausc In- felt he was 
not well enough known in New York 
city to uiid< rtakc to convert (lie type of 
either The Journal or The Recorder to 
his ideal of a newspaper. Mr. Koblsaat'i 
ideal is hard to fulfill, but he is living 
up to it in The Time*- Herald He is 
making that paper as independent and 

as fearless as tho most pronounced the- 
orist could wish. It was said of him re- 
cently that he could afb.nl to fa this ! r 
cause his other large business interests 
made him IndejN nrtent of "the counting 
room" of his paper. In the light of this 
statement I had a little curiosity to 
know whether Mr. Kohlsaat's journal- 
istic virtuo was his own reward, and I 
asked him. He replied that from March 
to March under his management the 
ucwspaper property had been moro pros- 
perous than it hud been in any like pe- 
riod before. This may not prove that 
decency pays, because Tho Times-Her- 
ald is a better newspaper than it was 
under the old management, but it shows 
at least that decency is not a handicap 
in tho pursuit of newspaper, prosperity, 



has a wholesome dislike for the 
cud of his newspaper. 

"I would rather publish a newspaper 
without any advertisements at all," he 
said to me, but he acknowledged that 
the idea was impractical. The big paper 
of today is almost as much a vender of 
advertisements as a purveyor of news, 
But advertisements are necessary to the 
support of a paper, and besides they 
help to sell it. "A newspaper without 
advertisements would have a very small 
circulation," said Mr. Kohlsaat. 

The Times- Herald turns away every 
year many thousands of dollars' worth 
of advertising. Tho advertising columns 
of tho paper are edited as carefully as 
its news columns. 

Mr. Kohlsaat manages with a firm 
hand the editorial departments of his 
two papers, The Times-Herald and Tho 
Evening Post. While I sat with him in 
tho reception room of his beautiful 
home on the Lakeside drive a messenger 
brought from The Times-Herald office 
tho proofs of the editorials for the next 
day's paper. His practiced eye ran 
down the columns, and he checked off 
With his pencil one after another of the 
paragraphs. 

"I go to my office early," he said, 
"and the proofs of all the editorials for 
The Evening Post are brought to me 
there. I see every line of editorial mat- 
ter before it goes into the paper. I nev- 
er interfere with the news department 
of the paper, I havo one of the best 
managing editors in the world. Mr. 
MeAuliff is devoted to The Times- Hit 
aid. In his waking moments he has no 
Other interest Hehus chosen his own 
staff, and while he sometimes consults 
me about things and I sometimes make 
suggestions to liim he gives all his own 
instructions to his men, and they never 
come to me except when something 
turns up after ho has gone home. " 
The Apple of IIU Eye. 
The editorial page of the paper is in 
charge of Major M. P. Handy, who has 
made tho editorial pago of The Tiim s- 
Herald something unique in western 
journalism. Ho has introduced signed 
articles by well known writers and im- 
proved the character of the leaders and 
the editorial paragraphs so that an em- 
inent St. Louis editor said recently that 
tho page was abovo the heads of the 
Chicago people Mr. Kohlsaat and Ma- 
jor Handy are in thorough sympathy, 
Which is- a fortunate thing, for that 
editorial page is tho upple of Mr. Kohl- 
saat's eye. 

Mr. Kohlsaat has a telephone in his 
dressing room and it happens not infre- 
quently that he is aroused out of a sound 
Sleep to answer a query from the office. 
Ho has to sit on the side of the bed 
sometimes until he can collect his scat- 
tered thoughts. But he never says, 
"Bother the telephone" or "Hang the 
office. " His euthusiusra would contrib- 
ute moro than a wasted* hour of sleep 
to the perfection of even one petty detail 
of the affairs of his papers. 

"I sometimes ask myself why I give 
so much of my time and energy to my 
newspapers," he said to me. "It is not 
for tho money." I suggested that it was 
for the satisfaction to be found in being 
bo trrcat a factor in public affairs as tho 



editor of a great newspaper can be. 
"That is the principal reason," hesaul; 
"the power which a newspaper wields. " 
Mr. Kohlsaat has the old fashioned be- 
lief that a newspaper can make public 
opinion. When I jjpoted what a well 
I known editor said a year or two ago— 
that newspap< rs merely followed public 
opinion — he combated the proposition 
| strongly. 

The New* Column*. 

I asked Mr. Kohlsaat if he permitted 
his views on public questions to influence 
the news columns of the paper. 

"No," he said "Tho news depart- 
ment of the paper is not supposed to 
kuow what the editorial policy of the 
paper is. We instruct our correspondents 
to send us the truth, and if we think 
[ they may be influenced in a special case 
we send instructions supplementing our 
printed rules for correspondents. I am 
I accused sometimes of making my corre- 
I spondents lean tho other way. " 

Mr. Kohlsaat is a great personal friend 
[ and admirer of Major McKinley, and 
his papers have supported the Ohio can- 
didate so earnestly that it is quite like- 
| ly some of the correspondents have 
caught the enthusiasm of their employer 
and permitted it to influence their judg- 
ment, but it is Mr. Kohlsaat's intention 
to publish the news without bias. 

In municipal politics Mr. Kohlsaat 
J has been working for clean government, 
and he rejoices in the fact that many of 
the aldermen who have made Chicago's 
fame a bj-word are to be forced into oh 
scurity by the reform movements which 
now has possession of the better element 
of the city's population. He thinks there 
will be enough uldenneu in the next 
council to sustain the mayor's vctws of 
objectionable ordinances, and that is 
tho first step in the direction of better 
government. Municipal gove rnments, he 
says, do not withdraw when they have 
taken the first step toward reform, and

EXPERTS DIFFER WIDELY AS TOWHAT 
IS DEMANDED. 



Ever Since the War It* Tewonnel Ha* Heen 
Growing; Top Heavy-Importance of 
Competent Engineers — Sketch of Con- 
gressmnn Hanly.

Washington, April 20. — Although 
the naval appropriation bill long ago 
went through the house with a hurrah 
and is in the main accepted by the sen- 
ate, there is still much discussion about 
the navy. Ever since the war the navy 
personnel has been growing more top 
heavy. What with entirely too many 
men in one grade and too few in an- 
other, the anxiety of the young and 
middle aged to get ahead and the stolid 



he has great hopes for the Chicago of 
few years hence. 

"For example, civil service reform," 
he said, ' 'has been growing year by year. 
It began in tho national government. 
Now it is being extended to municipal 
governments. We have had it in Chi 
cago for some time, and the mayor says 
it is tho ono thing which makes life en 
durable. " 

Mr. Kohlsaat may sometimes tilt at 
windmills, but no one can accuse him 
of lack of sincerity — in fact, no one 
does. He has firm convictions and the 
courage to support them. He has set his 
business standard high, and he lives up 
to it. He has set his journalistic stand- 
ard just as high, and he is living up to 
that. It is a pity he did not get a New 
York paper when he made tho attempt 
a year ago. Ho would have raised the 
average of the daily journals in that 
center of newspaper activity and fur- 
nished a mOM conspicuous example to 
the newspaper world. Ho had that New 
York paper all planned. His staff he 
had made up in his mind from the ac- 
tive new s p ap er men whose work he has 
studied. He has been interested in the 
workers of journalism rather than the 
editors of great papers since first the 
newspaper bee began to buzz in his bon- 
net. 

A Hard Worker. 

While I talked with Mr. Kohlsaat 
there came a ring at the telephone and 
ho left me for five minutes to give a long 
range interview to tho correspondent of 
a New York newspaper. A little later 
he was called up again to receive a busi- 
ness message. I left him busy with the 
proofs of the editorials which Major 
Handy and his corps of writers had con- 
tributed for the next issue of the morn- 
ing paper. Probably before that duty 
had been completed another presented 
itself. He never seeins to tire. The rest- 
less energy which marks his thin pale 
face sustains him through 14 or 15 hours 
of labor every day. He does more work 
than any one on his salary list and his 
only fear is that through overwork he 
may be incapacitated for further labor. 
But his temperate life, regular habits 
and cheerful disposition make such a 
contingency seem very distant. 

Mr. Kohlsaat lives in one of the most 
beautiful homes in Chicago. It looks 
out over the lake. Within a stone's 
throw is Lincoln park. All about are 
handsome residences and the Lakeside 
drive stretches far away in front. There 
is no sound of the city's uproar, but in 
20 miuutes he can reach his office on 
Washington street.

Mr. Kohlsaat went right out to tele- 
phone to his paper about the matter. Ho 
congratulated oue of his reporters, whom 
he found already at the telephone. 

Then yc >u do not hesitate to gather 
news for your papers?" I said when Mr. 
Kohlsaat had related this incident. 

"No, sir," he replied, with an em- 
phasis Which carried conviction.

resistance of the old who don't want to 
be shelved and, most of all, the rapid 
and tremendous changes in engineering, 
it has provoked lively discussion, for 
experts differ widely, and running a war 
vessel now is a business demanding a 
peculiar combination of talents of the 
very highest order. The chairman of 
the present subcommittee is Representa- 
tive George W. Hulick, a fresh water 
mariner from tho Sixth Ohio district. 

"I can soon tell you all I know," he 
said, with a laugh, "for I admit that I 
came to the subject no better posted 
than any other inlander. But experience 
with tne law has shown me that a new 
man coming into a case with a mind 
fresh and open to the truth can often 
see the facts in a clearer light than 
those who have been in it long enough 
to be biased by conflict. We have to 
meet the fierce impatience of those who 
want everything done at once and the 
stolid iuditiercueo of those who are in- 
terested in letting things alone, and 
then lmuiy members are in favor of re- 
organization that don't know just what 
ought to be done. You must first of all 
remember that the interest in the navy 
is no longer an eastern or Atlantic coast 
affair. Mr. Hartman of Montana is as 
fer for more ships as Amos Cum- 
miugs, and Mr. Hanly of Indiana made 
x splendid speech on the same side. 

"It is, too, a fact not generally 
known that the technical schools of the 
higher class all over the country are 
educating men with a view to their 
possible entrance into the navy as en- 
gineers, and that of itself creates a 
pressure for reorganization. Not that 
any school can fully fit a man for engi- 
neer on one of tho battleships of today, 
but it can give him general principles, 
and the rest can be obtained by his 
service as an assistant. Pursuant to a 
law passed several years ago, the depart- 
ment detailed some of its best men, 25 
in all, I believe, to serve as teachers in 
various colleges, at Cornell for one, 
and at Baltimore, I believe, for another. 
These engineers, with their experience 
in the navy and the enthusiasm natural 
to men whf have had naval service, 
created an intense interest in their stu- 
dents, but all these are only a few of 
many reasons why there is just now a 
sort of national revival, without regard 
to locality, of pride in the navy wo once 
had mingled with a little humiliation 
as to the one we lately had and an eager 
desire for a better one. " 

Representative J. Frank Hanly of the 
Ninth Indiana, whose speech for six 
battleships instead of four has been 
highly praised, said in reply to my ques- 
tions : ' 'I have made no specialty of the 
engineer branch of the navy ami cannot 
reconcile the contradictory statements, 
but it requires no study to see that a 
vessel costing $4,000,000 or so ought to 
be subjected to no risks, as an incom- 
petent man might send tho whole thing 
to Davy Jones' — I believe that's a naval 
term — by a simple twist of tho wrist. 
In fact, Commodore George Wallace 
Melville testified, I believe, that a tri- 
fling neglect in oiling some bearing led 
to damage that it cost $30, 000 to repair. " 

Mr. Hanly has had an experience 
Which might well mako a man tui en- 
thusiast in army and navy affairs. His 
father was a veteran, aud he was born 
in tho darkest period of tho civil war. 
Left an orphan at an early age, he learn- 
ed to read with the use of oue of the 
popular histories of the war and imbibed 
a large share of tho glowing sentiment 
in it. Beginning in extreme poverty, he 
struggled up as a teacher aud lawyer 
and developed at an unusually early age. 
It is a pity that the redisricting of In- 
diana throws him into tho same district 
with Representative Hatch and probably 
leaves him out for this year, but in my 
judgment he will come again and often. 

Concerning the navy, it looks as if I 
should have to end about where I began, 
with the statement that there is great 
need of reorganization and much talk 
about it,

Tho most noticeable changes in fash- 
ion are iu the sleeves, which are not, 
with few exceptions, tho close fitting 
variety which aro the dread of all wom- 
ankind. The really popular sleeves are 
pretty modifications of the balloon, 
neither small nor large and entirely 
without any Htiff interlining. Another 
feature is the variety of styles. You 
will hardly see two pairs of sleeves 
alike. The wrinkled sleeve with a 
medium puff at the top seems to be one 
of the favorites. Tho New Y< »rk Sun, 
already quoted, illustrates a tan canvas 
gown, witli fancy silk waist. The lat- 
ter has a zouave effect and epaulets of 
canvas. Wide lace turns over the black 
satin collar, is plaited in the middle of 
tho back and forms a jabot in front. 
Black satin ribbon seen at the waist 
line is carried up the back and fastened 
with a bow. Three folds of fancy silk- 
trim the skirt. Another pretty gown, 
Illustrated and designed for a middle 
aged woman, is of black brocaded silk, 
with gray spots. The revers and epau- 
lets of plain black satin are decorated 
with white applique lace. The rest is of 
black net over white silk, and tho belt, 
collar and bows aro of black sat in ribbon. 

Millinery is a pioturesquo jumble of 
brilliant colors framed in filmy pluitings 
of colored tulle. Of course fashion has 
furnished the usual variety in headgear, 
ranging from tho toque to tho broad 
brimmed hat, turned high in the back.

Line a deep pie dish 
with pluin paste, fill it with this mix- 
ture and bake 30 minutes. Beat tho 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth with 2 
tabiespooufuls of pulverized sugar. 
Spread this over the top and put into 
the oven to brown.

Bo she of a literary frame of mind she 
may apply the wit aud wisdom stored 
in her brain to bid her gn Its welcome 

and to make of each guest a personal 

factor in her scheme of entertainment. 

Dinner cards, whatever their shape, 
size or variety, are always of two olasees 
or kind.-- — th/wc for the purpose of mark- 
ing the guests' places at tablo ai.d 
those which announce tho dishes to bo 
•erved at the feast. The former are 

known as gueai or place cards and the 

latter as menu cards or menus. Tho first

class, the pi SOS cards, aro in the more 
constant use, as their function responds 
to a uecessi'y of every dinner or lunch- 
eon, breakfast or supper pivrty. They 
are most elegant when small enough to 
bo slipped into the vest pockets of the 
men and carried readily by the WOtnCn, 
although thoy are frequently large ovals, 
circles or hearts in shape and too large 

for oomf ortaole transportation. They arc 

placed variously at tho left of tho oo\ . ■ 
at the point of the fork or upon the fold- 
oil napkin, but must always bo conspicu- 
ous in position, that the guests may 
easily aud quickly find the positions al- 
lotted to them. They bSOOmS the pr* 
orty of tin person whoso name they bear 
and lie ■apposed to be carried homo by 
tho guests as a trifling evident remem- 
brance of the feast and its giver. 

At any large family dinner where 
personalities are allowable and hobbies 
are well known groat amusement may 
be had from well chosen devices for the 
cards. A writer in The Ladies' Homo 
Journal and authority for the foregoing 
says: 

For dinners where personalities aro 
out of plaet an extremely easy, and yet 
very effective, device is to cut from stiff 

paper the form of a triangle. "Parch- 
ment" paper is best for these. After 
cutting out fold the points up from the 
bast', then fold them out, forming a 
shallow box alx>ut one-quarter of an 
inch deep. Punch holes as shown in the 
illustration and tie with baby ribbon. 
Around tho points paint with gold 
paint irregularly. On 0O6 point leave 
room for the name, on another tho day 

of the month, on the third tho year. 

Those, if tied with yellow ribbon and 
filled With salted almonds, make a real- 
ly charming addition to the tablo. For 

a dinner or luncheon to college boys col- 
lege colors may always bo used to ad- 
vantage.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

Occupations and Pay of Ladles Who Are 
College Graduates. 

Tho Association of Collegiate Alumnae 
furnishes perhaps the most interesting 
chapter in the last annual report of 
.Massachusetts. The association took on 
itself the task of searching nut the oc- 
cupations of its members and finding 
the rate of their pay as compared with 
that of men in the same work. The re- 
port is full of encouragement for all 
women. It also shows the advantage to 
a woman of a college education and 
diploma. To the questions in the circu- 
lar issued by the association 400 replies 
were received from all parts of the 
country. Nearly 200 mombers reported 
that they were teaching. That as a mat- 
ter of course. A fourth of those reply- 
ing were stenographers and librarians. 
Tho rest were chiefly engaged in clerk- 
ing and bookkeeping, or were nurses or 
newspaper women. Four out of the 400 
received in wages over $200 a month. 
Only six got less than $25 a mouth, 
which is very low pay for a collogo bred 
woman. But three-quarters of tho 
whole number received (80 to $100 a 
mouth, and the average of all was $70 
n mouth. That is very good indeed for 
tl»M hard times. Of thoso replying to 
the question as to how their pay com- 
pared with that of nun engaged in the 
same occupations, three-fifths answered 
that they received less than men did. 
Since about half of tho college women 
answering were engaged in teaching, 
tho discrepancy is not hard to under- 
stand, because tho ranks of women 
teachers are so crowdod that they must 
beat one another down. But, on the 
other hand, two-fifths of those replying 
answered that they got the samo pay as 
men did for tho same work, which is 
cheerful information. All indicates a 
decided industrial advance for women, 
and the industrial advance is the key to 
the whole situation. Mak e women pe- 
cuniarily independent and they will be 
free in all other ways. Neither relatives 
nor the law, neither husbands nor soci- 
ety, will dare to mistreat the woman 
with a pocket full of money which she 
has earned herself, and which she can 
add toconstantJy. You girls and women 
with a career to make, prepare your- 
selves thoroughly for a chosen work and 
do it with all your soul. Especially go 
into business for yourselves. That is the 
way to get rich. 

It is known porhaps to few people 
that tho business manager of Theodora 

Thomas' gr#at orchestra ll a woman, a 
young woman at that. I find an admi- 
rable sketch of her in tho Now York 
Journal. She is Miss Anna Millar, a 
western girl— I had almost said "a west- 
ern girl, of oonrso. ' 1 On secoud thoughts, 
however, I will not say that. Miss Mil- 
lar was born in Iowa, at Muscatine. In 
the fall of 1803 a girl friend of hers was 
anxious to go to Europe and get a mu- 
sical education. Miss Millar undertook 
the management of a benefit concert for 
her. So successful was it that it turned 
her attention to the managerial field. 
She had hired the Thomaa orchestra for 
her friend's ooncert. Then she hired the 
orohestra for some subscription concerts 
she herself organized. Then she under- 
took the whole management of it and 



nas been so successfuf that its receipts 
have swelled largely since her advent at 
its head. She engages all the perform- 
ers, gives them their placo on the stage, 
makes all the dates and even outers for 
tho whole band. I admire extravagantly 
this girl who shows what executive 
ability and talent for organization a 
woman has.

New York, April 25. — R. G. Dun St 
Compauy's weekly review of trade says: 
Busiuess has been favored by season 
able weather, and tho distribution of 
products has made fair progress, not 
yet reducing retail or wholesale sto< ks 
far enough, however, to materially im 

prove the position of industries. The** 

stocks have apparently been larger » ver 
since the fever of buying last fall, and 
the actual bnying of consumption 
smaller than has been generally realized. 
Hence all the great industries are em- 
barrassed by lack of adequate demand, 
and in some cases, the accumulation of 
goods in anticipation of demand has 
gone about as far as it can. 

Strikes of some importance are threat- 
ened in the building and window glass 
trades and the working force is lessened 
by stoppage of some factories because 
orders are light. Again, prices of com- 
modities are on the whole lower than 
ever before, having declined about 2 per 
cent since April 1, and 17 per cent since 
July. 18!K), or October, 1802. The fall 
in manufactured products is a little less 
than it was April 1, but in farm prod- 
ucts greater. 

Speculation is swayed by trifling in- 
fluences when markets are very narrow. 
The recent advance checked buying of 
Wheat fof export, and Atlantic exports 
for the week were only 1,081,204 bush- 
els, flour Included, against 1,708,873 last 
year, while western receipts were 2,094,- 
ti.">7 bushels, against 1,357,408 last year. 
Sine July 1 Atlantic exports, inducing 
flour, have been only 72.9X),OO0 bushels, 
ugaiust 87,500,000 hist year to date, 
though western receipts have been 
about 177,000,000 bushels, against I89> 
000,000 bushels to date last year. With 
generally fair prospects as to winter 
wheat the price has dropped about two 
cents, nearly half the rise based on 
gloomy reports early this month. 

Corn receipts continue heavy and tho 
price is a shade lower. A single enter- 
prising buyer was able to push up the 
price of cotton an eighth, though tho 
progress of planting gives promise of a 
large yield, and tho receipts continue as 
large as in 1893, though about 380,000 
bales larger for the year thus far. 

Cotton goods were bought less freely 
last week, and the northern mills have 
taken scarcely any cotton this mouth. 
Tho feeling is more hoj>eful becauso re- 
tail trade is better. The situation in 
woolen goods does not improve, though 
women's dress goods are selling fairly, 
especially since invoice prices of some 
French goods were advanced, but the 
mills for men's wear, hosiery and car- 
pets are rapidly decreasing production. 

Sales of wool included about half a 
million ]K>uiids Australian and some do- 
mestic for export, but were in all only 
4,0(13,100 pounds, and for three weeks 
have been 9,527,700, of which 5,070.300 
were domestic, against 17,409,800 last 
year, of which 9,292,500 were domestic. 

Leather is weaker, with heavy sales, 
averaging about 3 per cent lower for 
the week, although hides at Chicago 
are a shade stronger.
